In response to the Notice of Incomplete Nonprovisional 
Applicat ion filed under 37 CFR 1.53(b) , mailed March 3, 2001, our 
copy of the Application and the Patent and Trademark Office Stamped 
Receipt card for such Application show receipt of such papers. 
Your Notice dated March 3, 2001, wherein it was indicated that the 
Application does not include at least one Claim, was in error.
